Guenzel, chairm an of the budget 
committee, stated when he made 
the announcem ent.

goal is not as high as the $183,468 
of 19 32, nor is it the lowest. 
I 
can assure y ou, though, that 15 
citizens of this city have gone over 
the budget, item by item, to re­ 
duce it to the rockbottom m ini­ 
mum. The 22 agencies could spend 
m ore than this very profitably .” 
Earl L. Cory ell and Mrs. Earl 
Cline, generals of the two divisions 
responsible for soliciting down- 
tow’n and outly ing business, gave 
the signal for solicitation to begin. 
Over 250 of their w orkers w ere 
present. 
Ellsworth DuTeau, secretary of 
the Nebraska Alumni association, 
gave the talk of the evening, and 
Rev. 
Ray mond 
A. 
McConnell, 
pastor of the First Plj'm outh Con­ 
gregational church, gave the in­ 
vocation. . 
Sug g est A Slo g an. 
“On the w'alls of our capitol." 
DuTeau mentioned, “the words are 
printed: ‘The salvation of the state 
is watchfulness 
in 
the 
citizen.’ 
These words may well be our 
slogan.

other isms. 
The.se 
people

In presiding over the meeting, 
Mr. Cory ell as.serted: “this y ear 
is a cri.sis for the Lincoln Chest. 
If we have the same difficulties,, 
the same struggle to reach our 
goal as we had last y ear, this 
may be the last y ear of the Chest. 
That would be a catastrophe to 
Lincoln. 
It would mean 22 cam- 
paign.s instead of one each y ear, 
22 calls to serve, and 22 calls to 
share. 
The result w'ould be dis­ 
organization and an unequal dis­ 
tribution of the contributions. 
.Asking Fo r Others. 
“You do not have to apologize," 
he said, “for an earnest solicita­ 
tion.

Dam Washed Out. 
The Northern Nebraska Power 
company ceased operation after 
its 
dam, 
near 
Bristow, 
was 
washed 
out 
a 
few years 
ago. 
Bondholders of the company later 
purchased the assets at a sheriff’s 
sale, and it is with these bond­ 
holders that the Nebraska Hydro­ 
electric Power company proposes 
to deal. 
The Interstate Power company 
of O'Neill, which succeeded the 
Northern Nebraska Pow'cr com­ 
pany as a distributor of power in 
that territory, has agreed to buy 
a minimum of 650,000 K W H per 
month from the new concern at 
7*2 mills per K W H , the applica­ 
tion said. 
Interstate also would 
have an option on all pow'cr in 
excess of that minimum at 3 mills, 
as well as an option to purchase 
the rebuilt plant as well.

Dr. Conant'g Challenge 


N AMAZING speech was deliv ered by Dr. 
. n Jam es B. Conant, president of H arv ard uni­ 
v ersity, in a k eynote address on the theme, “The 
Challenge to Civ ilization,” opening the New York 
H erald Tribune’s annual forum. 
‘‘Abov e all,” declared Dr. Conant, ‘‘the false 
Jack sonian idea of democracy m ust be com batted 
—the v iew that ev ery m an is just as capable as 
his neighbor. 
Ability is not equally distributed 
at birth as the equalitarians hav e assumed; neith­ 
er is it transm itted by inheritance w ith the regu­ 
larity that those in pow’er hav e always w’ished to 
believ e.” 
If Dr. Conant’s point of v iew is correctly re­ 
ported, his thesis is open to serious challenge. 
As 
Dr. Conant should k now, the Jack sonian ideal of 
democracy is not predicated on the assumption 
of an equality of ability. 
The fundam ental tenet of democracy is that there 
should be an equality of op p ortunity and an 
equality of treatm ent insofar as it is within the 
pow’er of a system of gov ernm ent to mak e that 
possible. 
This means that each Am erican youth 
should hav e an equal chance for a free educa­ 
tion and that each American citizen should re­ 
ceiv e equal treatm ent under the natiCHi’s laws and 
in its courts. 
Contrary to the implication of Dr. Conant's m es­ 
sage. ability cannot be generalized upon. 
There 
are a thousand types of abilities and under the 
American plan each indiv idual is guaranteed the 
opportunity to dev elop his own p articular ability— 
w hether it be selling insurance or building bridges
